2. What if this fails’ Use force, 
which would be mainly .American 
force, to stop the rebel.s’ It could 
be another Korea, hut wor.se—a 
w ar with Red China or Ru.s.sia, 
or both. 


3. Suppose a .showdown i.s avert- 
ed now and Kennedy gets what 
he says he w ants: A neutral Laos 
“ tied to no outside (xiwer.” How 
can It be saved from a Hed-take- 
over eventually anyway, from in­ 
side if not outside’.’ 


Laos borders on two Communi.st 
countries: 
Red China and

North Viet Nam. China stayed out 
of

Carosello and Arcobaleno — the 
two 15-minute solid ad prog ram s 
squeezed into Italy’s nightly state-
